HYGIENIC MEASURES» 


Every tillage and dairy farmer in Ireland 
10-day knows the principles of hygienic dairy- 
ing, and, as far as possible, he follows them, 
-Machine-milking, for instance, is rapidly over- 
coming the prejudice that the farmer 
naturally felt towards it, and the demand of 
the public—gradually educated by much 
Government propaganda—for clean milk has 
made the up-to-date method of milk-production 
the most economical for all producers. Large- 
scale private enterprise has put dairying 
machinery and utensils on the market at a 
price that will enable farmers to guarantee 
milk free from taint. 

The National University, besides its experi- 
mental and. research centres, vegularly each 
year turns out a number of students fully 
qualified in the latest methods of production, 
fitted to manage creameries or act as in- 
structors. Thus, the level of production is 
oan high as possiblé and is rapidly being 
raised. : 


DISTRIBUTION 


: In the matter of milk distribution, Treland 
is going ahead rapidly, and the old-fashioned 
town system of filling a jug from a can has 
largely given place to the delivery of bottled 
milk, In an up-to-date plant the milk can 
be brought direct from the cow’s udder to 
the bottle and delivered to the consumer 
almost with as little bacteria as when it left 
the cow. This high level of cleanliness can 
be attained by the farmer who has no 
milking machinery if he takes all the pre- 
cautions and uses the right type of vessels. 
In the distribution of bottled milk our large

MILK AS A FOOD 


Milk has been called the perfect food, and 
it comes as near to that as any natural pro- 
duct, but it is only for pure milk that this 
claim can be made—bad milk is poison. The 
carrying of tuberculosis has for many years 
been the great fear of milk producers, but 
this has, under modern conditions, been 
eliminated, and producers can guarantee their 
product 100 per cent. free from the taint. 

To arrive at this standard much work 
has been done—experimentation and research, 
and much ink has flowed in controversies as 
to the best methods. Pasteurisation has its 
champions and its opponents, who say that 
the source of the milk, the cow, should be 
rendered free from the disease, not the milk. 

Recent experiments tend to indicate that 
the pasteurisation of milk does not, as some 
have claimed, reduce its nutritive value, but 
it seems that there will always be two camps 


on the question. Tuberculin testing is 

practised all over Ireland at present, and one 

can see dairy vans almost anywhere advertis- 

iag the fact that they deliver milk from 
d cows, 

Within the last few years, milk has come 
to enjoy great popularity as a drink and in 
various solid forms. The result is that 
manufacturers have produced a large variety 
ef vessels: and machines for installation 
in ice cream counters, milk bars and 
shops. The gleaming black enamel and 
chromium ice cream freezer is a common 
sight in our shops aud cartons of milk and 
cream can be bought almost anywhere in the 
larger towns. “Cream ice is being eaten more 
and more every year. Recipes can be had 
by the hundred, and endless flavours give a 
wonderful variety to a wholesome food. 


NEW IDEAS 


Every month sees a new idea developed for 
the use of milk as a food. It can be used as 
junket, with jellies, soups, various cereal 
foods, dessert, honey. One manufacturer in 
England has put on the market a drink in 
crystal form which is dissolved in milk and 
nakes a delicious refresher. 

Doctors believe in milk as a food, and its 
new popularity: is largely due to their ad- 
vocacy. Public health authorities all over the 
world have enlisted its aid in the care of 
poor children, and the result is being felt in 
the smaller numbers of early death. Conscious 
of the fickleness of public_taste, the pur- 
veyors of milk have been gradually getting 
away from the cry: ' Drink more Milk,’’ and 
selling milk in its various forms, not because 
it is milk, but because these products are 
in themselves goed to drink or eat and tasty.

Keep the milk in as cool a place as possible. 

Keep the milk in the bottle, which was 
sterilized before filling and is therefore cleaner 
than any utensil in. the house. 

Pour out only what is required for imme- 
diate use and replace the cap. 

Never add milk from the bottle to other 
milk which has already been exposed to the 
air for some time, 

In very hot weather wrap a clean, wet 
cloth round the bottle just below the cap, and 
stand the whole in a dish-of cold water, 

After use thoroughly wash all utenstis in 
very hot water, rinse with cold water and do 
not dry. 

Vessels used for babies’ milk should be 
boiled for at least ten minutes. 

When the bottle is empty rinse it at once 
with cold water and return to supplier, so 
that it can again be sterilised without delay. 


TUBERCULIN-TESTED 
MILK 


——-—-:- 


There are now twenty members of the 
High Grade Tubercle Free Milk Producers’ 
Association in the Irish Free ‘State. This 
portion of the campaign for the preduction 
of high grade milk has made considerable 
strides in the Irish Free State, and up to 
the moment it has been purely voluntary. 
When the Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, comes 
into full operation, however, many of the 
thmgs now done voluntarily will become 
compulsory, and producers will be faced with 
the question of designations, or, the official 
description of the milk which they offer 
for sale. When this takes place, it will no 
longer be possible for any milk producer 
to describe milk as obtained from tuberculin 
tested cows unless he has complied with 
certain regulations. In thts way the interests 
of consumers and of those who take the 
trouble to have their cows tested for tuber- 
culosis will be protected. 


Tuberculin tested dairy herds are, in most | 


cases, made up of bought-in damy cows, 
srincipally of shorthorn type. There is, 
ban, close to Dublin; one large herd of 
and some herds of Jersey cows, 
In a few cases Friesians are kept in order 
to increase the total yield, but ~ the 
highest percentage of butter fat has 
been found in the milk of Jerseys and 
Kerries. Owners of tubereulin tested dairy 
herds who belong to the High Grade 
Tubercle Free Milk Producers’ Assoctation, 
keep their cows under conditions that ensure 
the best results.

his faith in Kerry cows for the dairy by con- 
fining himself to that breed of cattle. He 
selects the heifers in the County Kerry, puts 
them to a Kerry ‘bull, and retains the best 
milkers. His herd at present numbers eighty, 
and milk is supplied under a stringent con- 
tract to the Infant Aid Society. 

A six-unit auto-recorder is used for milking 
purposes. Before milking each cow is passed 
through a pen, where she is carefully washed 
and scraped. On entering the milking shed 
she walks to an empty. stall, where the 
pulsators are attached to her teats, and milk- 
ing takes place without delay. The milk is 
automatically weighed as it passes into a 
glass container, from which it is conveyed by 
a pipe to the cooler and thence to the bottling 
machines, without being exposed to any 
possible source of contamination. In this 
dairy aluminium caps are used for closing the 
bottles, and are said to be most satisfactory. 

Most of the buildings are of concrete, there 
is plenty of air and light, and an abundant 
water supply, so necessary to ensure cleanli 
ness,

A correspondent from Castlepollard refer- 
ring to the article in this paper on 25th June 
last on the new milk production regulations, 
states that he cannot find anything in the Act 
providing that any person selling only one 
gallon of milk per day need not comply with 
the regulations. 

Part 2, Section vii. of the Act states :-— 
‘“Where (a) surplus milk produced on a farm 
is occasionally sold to persons for consumption 
by such persons or their families; and (b) the 
occupier of such farm does not in any one 
day sell more than one gallon of such milk; 
and (c) the selling of milk does not form part 
of the ordinary business of such occupier, then 
—for the purposes of this Act—such farm shall 
be deemed not to be a dairy, and such 
occupier shall be deemed not to be a dairy- 
man; and, for the provisions of Part IT. of 
this Act relating to temporary exclusion of 
certain dairymen from. Part II. and the pro- 
visions of Part ITI. of this Act, relating to 
temporary exclusion of certain dairies and 
dairymen from Part III., such milk shall be 
deemed not to have been sold to such 
persons. ”’ 

In Part I., Section 5 (1) of the Milk and 
Dairies Regulations, 1936. in connection with 
the Act, it is stated: ‘‘ In these regulations 
the word ‘dairvman’ does not include a 
person who is «dgemed for the purposes of 
Part II. of the Milk and Dairies Act, 1936, 
not to carry on the business of dairyman ; and 
the word ‘dairy’ does not include the premises 
occupied by such a person.” 


MILK DISTRIBUTORS’ 
TESTS 
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Within the last twelve months, one of the 
largest milk distributors and ice cream manu- 
facturers in Dublin has inaugurated a scheme 
for the purpose of encouraging dairy farmers 
who supply them to aim at a high standard 
of excellence in milk production.

found their sick list reduced to half as com- 
pared with previous years. 


A Common Need 


Everybody needs milk whether in its raw 
state or used in cooking, Children should 
have at least two pints a day, and their elders 
not less than half that amount. We only 
have to look round and see the number of 
athletes who train on milk to realise the im- 
portant part it should play in our daily dict 
to keep us healthy. 

To keep fit surely must be the ambition 
of rich and poor alike,- but good health and 
good looks are two of the things that money 
will not buy. When people persist in re- 
garding the little extra they spend on milk 
each week as an extravagance, they should 
bear in mind what Professor C. 8. Sherman, 
the great American nutrition expert, of 
Columbia University, said:—‘‘ No family of 
five should spend any money on meat until 
they have purchased five quarts of milk a 
day.’

The Old Favourite 


There are very few people do not like a 


cocoa jis still the most popular milk drink. 
It is also one of the most nourishing, since 
cocoa alone has a high food value, and when 
combined with milk it forms one of the mosé 
valuable protective foods, delicious to the 
taste and easily digested. 

Cocoa or chocolate is at its best when 
taken as a mid-morning or suppertime snack, 
accompanied by some hght cake or biscuits. 

The most satisfactory way of making cocoa 
is to add the powder to the milk as it is 
warming in the saucepan, allowing a heaped 
teaspoonful to each cupful of milk ‘and stir- 
ring until dissolved. Boil for one, minute, 
then pour into a jug and whisk vigorously 
for a minute or two before serving.

contract for the supply of the milk is made 
with the farmer, 

The milk supplied is subjected to three 
tests—for butter-fat content, bacterial count 
and bacillus coli, the reductase test being 
also used for bacterial count. On the results 
of these tests each supplier is awarded marks, 
which are recorded on a form, a copy of 
which is sent to him. These marks are 
totalled when tests are made, and suppliers 
who receive a total of sixty per cent., or 
over, are awarded a bonus on the value of 
their supplies. In some cases this bonus is 
passed on by the farmer to his workers, 


Sustaining the Farmer s Interest 


In order to sustain the farmer's interest 
in this and similar schemes, the distributors 
keep them in touch with modern methods 
of :mlk production, by means of leaflets and 
special circulars, 

‘In order to show the nature of the work 
being done for the benefit of all concerned 
farmers are invited to go to the firm's 
premises ana see the tests carried out, In 
addition, the firm’s expert regularly instructs 
the salesmen in the principles underlying the 
scheme, and, through these salesmen, the 
knowledge is passed on to smaller distributors 
and to consumers, 

When the tests of any particular farmer's 
milk regularly show a low level, a special in- 
spection of the farm is made and uggestions 
put forward to remedy any defects w.:ch may 
be found. This year so fay the particular firm 
of distributors we have in mind found only 
two cases of acidity, and, in both, the cause 
was due to delay in the transport of the milk. 


Pasteurisation 


In the pasteurising plant kept by this firm 
the milk is submitted to further tests which 
are taken at different period# in the process, 
A similar remark applies to the ingredients of 
ice-cream which are pasteurised before going 
When 
packed, the ice-cream blocks are kept in cold 
store at a temperature of 7° below freezing 
point. 

The primary object of the schethe js to 
control scientifically both the production and 
distribution of milk, and the indications are 
that it will prove successful. Farmers con- 
cetned have shown a real interest and under. 
standing of the scheme, and competition for 
inclusion in the lists of those qualified for 
bonuses is keen. ' 
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MAKING UP FOR LOST 
TIME 
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An efficient staff is one of the essentials of 
a progressive firm. But, no matter how 
efficient the statt, there 1s always the dangex 
of many days’ work being lost through 1ll- 
ness. When this loss can be reduced by hity 
per cent. over a period of four years,’ while, 
at the same time, the number on the staff is 
nearly doubled, then the employer can rest 
assured that iliness is ho longer a menace to 
the progress of his firm. 

This ufty per cent. reduction has been ob- 
served, in the course of the last few years, 
in one of Liverpool's most go-ahead firms, 
and it is believed to be entirely due to the 
facp that the employés have been supplied 
with a daily ration of milk, 


Milk as a Tonic 


Until 1932 milk was not supplied and the 
typist staff, which then numbered about 26, 
were frequently absent during the winter and 
early spring. Epidemics of influenza, colds 
and all the other ills of winter took their toll, 
and, on consulting the attendance books, it 
was found that an average of 5} per cent, 
days were lost during this period. 

After 1932 the office staff was increased to 
42, and the girls were all offered a ration of 
milk daily at 11 a.m. Many of the girls 
hesitated at first to avail themselves of this 
opportunity, Milk, as a beneficial drink for 
grown-ups, was then regarded rather with 
suspicion and very few people realised its ad- 
mirable protective value. 

Quite soon, however, nearly all the typists 
adopted the milk habit, and, even in the 
the first year there was a remarkable drop 
in the number of absentees. The girls 
appeared to have more stamina and more 
resistance, and one case of ‘flu no longer 
meant. an epidemic, affecting every girl in 
turn. This improvement was maintained 
during the years following, and, at the same 
time the staff was still increasing, By 1935 
there were 51 girls, and it was found that 
during the time milk had been supplied to 
them the average percentage of days lost 
had dropped to 23 per cent., a very sub- 
stantial reduction, valuable to ‘employers 
and employés alike.

hot with a flavouring of cinnamon. 

The cup of chocolate is served on a tray 
accompanied by a jug of cold milk, some loaf 
sugar, a tumbler and a plate of small 


fritters or pancakes. The cold milk, to which | 


sugar is added, is sipped alternately with the 


hot chocolate.

attendance books of the firm, bear striking 
testimony, and continued to do so this year, 

In the 
past, office workers accepted the fact that a 
sedentary, indoor life must of necessity lead 
to a lower standard of physical health than 
that of workers who have time for recreatron 
and change of scene, Such are the sustaiming 
and nourishing properties of milk that the 
office worker who drinks it regularly fins, 
almost invariably, a new and simple way to 
health. Perhaps the protective properties of 
this drink, which is also a food, are the most 
valuable. Because the typists in this firm 
where the percentage of lost days’ work was 
halved drank milk their resistance to illness 
was doubled. 

Employers are only just beginning to 
clan thet this same story could be told 
of their firms if they would provide their 
employés with a daily ration of milk. Many 
more would pyobably take the trouble to do 
this if they would appreciate that not only 
is the worker’s health improved, but also that 
their firm, as a business, is greatly benefited.

‘The Spanish war has become an ideal 
field for experimentation for military 
experts,’’. said the Berliner Boersen 
Zeitung-the other day.

Our Cricketers 


It would seem that cricket runs in 
families like other aécomplishments, and 
during the last few weeks one heard a 
lot of cricket talk in sporting circles, for 
everyone was interested in the big matches 
in England, Among the best known Irish 
families which made a reputation for 
Ireland were the Hones.

The latter 
should be fitted with an oven, these tiny 
marvels are miracle workers for all kinds 
of cookery, and provided they are kept 
clean, and not turned to too high a flame, 
they give absolutely no trouble. For quick 
00 6 such as kettle boiling, the primus 
stove is superb. Should it be required 
for slow boiling, such as for eggs, for 
instance, then a jug of cold water should 
be put beside the stove, and a larger sauce- 
pan used. Then as the eggs begin to boil 
too quickly, the cold water can be added 
gradually, thus sping the saucepan at a 
gentle simmer. This tip is also useful for 
vegetable boiling. By the way, while at 
the seaside, have your new potatoes boiled 
in seawater, it gives them ever such a good 
flavour, saves the salt, and the water- 
carrying gives a nice little job to restless | 
children.

RS. EVALINE HILDA EDITH 

CLARKE, 15 Dovedale avenue, 

Kenton, Harrow, Middlesex, petitioned 
for a divorce from her husband, Patyick 
Theobald Michael Clarke, Middle Gardiner 
street, Dublin, on the ground of alleged 
cruelty. | 

The respondent defied that he was guilty 
of any of the acts of cruelty alleged by the 
petitioner against him. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Tobias (in- 
structed by Mr, Charles Magwood) appeared 
for the petitioner; and Mr. Michael J. Ryan, 
K.C., and Mr. W. G. Fallon fcateected by 
Mr. John J Sheil) for the respondent. 

Mr. Charles Casey (instructed by Mr. 
Charles Magwood) held a watching brief for 
Dr. John J. Molony, London. 

Opening the case for the petitioner, Mr. 
Lavery said that the respondent was a native 
of Shercock, Co. Cavan. At one time he 
studied for the priesthood, but left the 
ecclesiastical college where he had been study- 
ing and became a medical student of Uni- 
versity College, Dublin. He was a student 
there when he met his present wife, who was 
then Miss Edith Ediss, an English lady, and 
they became friendly. Sometime afterwarils 
he went to America, with a-view, he under- 
stood, to put himself into a position to marry 
her. He returned to this country in 1926, 
and a marriage between Miss Ediss and him 
was arranged. He worked for a time as an 
accountant, in a position that Mr. Ediss, his 
father-in-law, got for him in London, and cen 
27th June, 1927, Miss Ediss and he were 
married in the Catholic Church, Chiswick, 
London. 

The respondent was, continued Mr. Lavery, 
a Catholic, and the petitioner before her 
marriage was a Protestant, but she became a 
Catholic. Mr. Ediss, after the marriage, 
undertook full responsibility for the main- 
tenance of the household of Mr. Clarke and 
Mr. Clarke’s wife, and paid Mr. Clarke's 
fees and expenses to enable him to carry out 
medical studies in Middlesex Hospital; but 
Mr. Clarke did not seem to have pursued his 
studies with conspicuous success, for he was 
still unqualified. 


“ UGLY NAMES ” 


It seemed, Mr. Lavery went on to say, 
that Mr. Clarke contracted drinking habits 
to a very serious extent, and in 1931 he 
began to use violence to his wife. He struck 
her and called her an ugly name, and things 
became worse and worse as time ‘went on. 
On 19th April, 1929, a child, Frederick, was 
born, and it was because of his action in 
regard to that child that the present pro 
ceedings were instituted. 

wept acts which were alleged against 
the sub ent, Mr. Lavery said that Mr. 
Clarke had such unpleasant habits as walk- 
ing up to his wife and “blowing cigarette 
smoke in her face, and throwing cigarette 
‘butts’ im her face; standing on her feet, 
bringing his clenched fist down on her 
knuckles, and catching her by the wrists 
and twisting them slowly. 

“I do not say that tha things happened 
every day, or even regularly,” said Mr. 
lavery, “but they happened from time to 
time. He then contracted the habit -of 
secret drinking; of bringing bottles of cheap 
wine into the house. Tha was only found 
out by Mrs. Clarke when hé. servant, found 
the bottles in odd cornefs of the house, 
behind settees and in cupboards.”’ 

In October, 1933, said Mr. Lavery, Mr. 
Clarke struck his wife with such violence 
that he broke one of her ribs. He examined 
the broken rib himself, and strapped his 
wife up with bandages, asking her not to 
see a doctor. Life went om that way until 
August, 1935, when he got word that his 
mother, in Shercock, was seriously ill. He 
came over to Ireland, and remained till 
February, 1936 


GAS OVEN INCIDENT 


One night in August, 1936, he stormed at 
his wife, and sald that he was going to 
shoot her father and was going to gas ae 
self, He went into the kitchen and pushed 
his wife out when she followed him. He 
then locked the kitchen door, and this un- 
fortunate woman, in terror, ran to the back 
of the house and looked through the kitchen 
window. She saw him writing something, 
getting a cushion, putting it in the gas 
oven, and putting his head on the cushion. 
She tried to get in, and then, going for her 
child, which was upstairs, she rushed for a 
doctor, and, on returning with the doctor’s 
locum, found that her husband had gone— 
she thought she passed him on the road. 
| arently he had no intention to gas him- 
self, He had left a note on the table. The 
note had been partly burned, and could not 
be completely read, but there could be read 
the words: “My wife Eva advised me to 
put my head in the g .. . . so I am 
now following . Naas 

The complete note was, suggested Mr. 
Lavery: ‘‘ My wife Eva advised me to put 
my head in the gas oven, so I am now 
following her advice.” 

e respondent was, said Mr. Lavery, 
away for some days, fle had been seen by 
Dr. John Molony, an Irish doctor practisin 
in [London,. and a fellow-student wit 
Clarke. Dr. Molony had proved himself 
to be a very good friend to Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarke, and was always anxious to help. 
He had attempted to get Mr. Clarke to lead 
a proper course of life, and the jury would 
hear how his kindness was repaid. 


“A VULGAR WOMAN” 


In October, 1936, the respondent kicked his 
wife in the presence of their boy, and in the 
last months of their life together he taunted 
her with a woman named Queenie, who, he 
said, was a vulgar woman, but a woman who 
had plenty of money, and who would look 
after him and provide for him. Could any- 
thing, asked Mr. Lavery, be more cruel to 
a wife than a taunt of that kind by a 
husband? 

Mr. Lavery said that it seemed that on 
three occasions in December, 1936, the 
respondent came to his wife’s father’s house, 
and while he was outside shots were heard. 
The respondent. had often threatened to shoot 
Mr. Ediss. The boy had been attending Chester 
Ccllege, Harrow, and on 27th last January 
the respondent went to the school and took 
lim away. The father brought him to Dublin, 
and Mrs, Clarke, making inquiries through 
Mr. Magwood, solicitor, found that he-had 
keen put into a convent at Kilashee, Naas. 

Proceedings were then brought by Mrs. 
Clarke for Sales corpus, and in the course 
of those proceedings the respondent put in an 
affidavit, in which he made charges against 
Lis wife, and the culminating point of hia 
treatment of the petitioner was contained in 
those ' charges. 

The resoondent stated that on 16th Novem- 
ber, 1936, he discovered his wife in the 
drawingroom of their residence being em- 
Meebád Mé Dr. John G. Molony; that, hear- 
ing a noise at 1145, he came downstairs, 
and saw his wife in the drawin

| blow cigarette smoke in my face, and throw 
lighted cigarette ends at me. On one occasion 
he threw a tin of sardines at me.” 

In further reply to Mr. Lavery, Mrs. Clarke 
said that frequently, when her husband re- 
turned home drunk late at night, he would 
go into the nursery and flash a torchlight in 
the child’s face. When the child screamed 
he would take him out of bed and put him 
sitting in a chair. “TI would not be able 
to get in, because he used to lock the door, ' 
said Mrs, Clarke. 

There were other occasions when her 
husband knocked her down, and on. one 
occasion he kicked her and broke a rib. . Next 
day he bandaged the injury himself; as he 
did not want her to: call in a doctor. 

Mrs. Clarke was asked by Mr. Lavery how 
she became acquainted with Dr. olony, 
and she replied that he was™the -bést. man 
at her wedding. She. had never been guilty 
of any improper conduct with the doctor or 
with any other man, and she never asked her 
husband how much money: he would. accept 
to give her evidence for a divoree. 7 

In response to further questions, Mrs. 
Clarke said that she had a talk with her 
husband about his behaviour, and he said he 
would try to “he up drink. She went on 4 
holiday with her father and mother, as she 
was on the verge of a nervous breakdown. 
When she returned she was very disappointed 
to see her husband drinking as much as 
ever. Bottles were, she said, to be found 
in secret places in the house, and she used 
to put them in the dustbin. — 7 

Mr. Lavery—About that time did he say 
anything about another woman !—Yes; he said 
he had another woman, but I did not take 
him seriously. 

Did he inesitton her name?—Yes; he said 
her name was Queenie. 

Mrs. Clarke then told of the efforts to have 
her husband cared for in a home until he got 
better. Since November she had been living 
at her father’s home. The boy at this time 

as at school at Harrow. 
or went on to say that she got a number 
of letters from the respondent, one attacking 
her father for the way.in which he alleged 
he had treated him. Her husband threatened 
to shoot her father and to shoot himself.

Mr. Ryan—Do you know that your husband 
gave up his medical studies in Dublin and 
went to America because his mother did not 
approve of his association with you 7—I] 
could not tell you what the row was about;

Up to the present day he bears the scars 
of wounds which your nails caused to his 
face?—He messed around himself with them 
in such a way that they would not heal. 

Did you ever fling a heavy brush at your 
husband ?—No, I do not think so. 

If you were strong, would you not have 
given him something more serious ?—Oh, no. 

Did you not give him back as much as you 
got ?—I tried my best. 

Were you not a match for him?—I do not 
know atout that. I had to run away from 
him some times. 5 

Witness, in further reply, said that it was 
drink that kept her Nabband from doing his 
duties. Sometimes she took a little wine with 
her husband, but it was not true to say that 
her husband had to put her to bed on one 
occasion because she had taken a little more 
wine than she should have taken 

Mr. Ryan—How much do you take?—Only 
a glass. 

You were not intoxicated at any time?—I 
have never been intoxicated in my life. My 
husband during our married life never put me 
to bed. : i . 

In reply to further guestions, witness said 
that after her husband had returned from 
Ireland in 1936 he took more drink than 
usual, 

Mr. Ryan—TIf he says he took drink because 
he was worried over your attitude towards him 
would you contradict him?—I certainly would. 

He mentioned to you some woman named 
Queenie ’—He did. 

Would you be surprised to know that 
Queenie is 60 years of age?—I would not be 
surprised. 

And that she was a respectable lady ?—I 
know nothing about her. 

Did you ever tell your husband to stick his 
head in an oven and go and gas himself ?— 
Of course, I did not. 


NO SECRET MEETING 


The witness denied that she had a secret 
meeting with her husband at Harrow, and 
said that he asked her what proposition she 
or her father had to make, and she said 
none, but expressed the hope that he would 
make good and get some work. 

In reply to further questions she said that 
her father ultimately got ‘‘fed-up”’ with her 
husband and said here was no use going on 
with the medicine game. He would pay his 

assage abroad and keep him for a time. 

ecause her husband did not want to go 
abroad he threatened her father, She did 
not say that he ever made any attempt to 
shoot her father. She admitted that she was 
annoyed with her husband when he failed to 

ualify. She denied ever having referred to 
the Trish as the “ dirty Irish.” 

Mrs, Clarke denied that her father had 
offered her husband £2,000 to give up the 
boy, who was now in a convent at Naas. She 
was not satisfied that he should remain there. 

In rey to Mr. Ryan, the witness said that 
the matrimonal proceedings probably would 
not have been started but that she wanted to 
get custody of the child. 

Mr. Ryan—-So far as your husband is con- 
cerned, I suppose you have no further use 
for him?

RESPONDENT'S CASE 


Mr. Ryan, opening the case for the respon- 
dent, said that one of the greatest pillars 
of social order was the indiamobebility of 
marriage. When a husband and wife realised 
that they must work their lives together, and 
that the marriage bond could not easily be 
broken, they usually became. good parents. 
If it became allowable to break that bond 
simply because one spouse was worthless, 
simply because the marriage proved a failure 
from a worldly point of view, then marriage 
as an institution was on the down grade. 
Before the courts could grant an order for 
separation, very grave and serious grounds 
would have to urged by the spouse 
desiring separation, and those grounds must 
be proved to the hilt. Drunkedness per se 
was not cruelty, and the courts would be 
kept busy if divorce was granted because a 
husband took drink. 

Dealing with the hospital incident, Mr. 
Ryan said that respondent did not want to 
be labelled a mentally deficient. What he 
wanted at the time was a rest. Men broke 
into his room and took him off to the 
observation ward of the hospital, and when 
he appeared later before a board of doctors 
he was released, This was a trumped-up case, 
brought for an ulterior purpose, and to 
gratily the pride of a wealthy father-in-law 
and his docile daughter. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

CATTLE SALE

DETECTIVES’ APPEAL 
CONTINUED 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN, 
AND MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal on 
behalf of Detectives Owen Moore, John Con- 
don and John F. Rodgers from a High Court 
judgment for £300 in favour of Daniel Lynch, 
Lyre, Carrignavar, County Cork, for the 
death of his son, Michael Patrick, on August 

13, 1934. 

It was stated on Lynch’s behalf at the trial 
that members of the special branch of the 
detective force, including the appellants, fired 
on civilians in Marsh’s cattle yard, Copley 
street, Cork, on the occasion of a sale of 
seized cattle, and that Michael Patrick Lynch 
was fatally wounded. The shooting, plain- 
tiff alleged, was unnecessary and unjus- 
tifiable, 

The detectives had pleaded that they were 
protecting a man named O’Neill, whose life 
had previously been threatened; that a body 
of men avaieik with sticks and other weapons, 
and assisted by a crowd of about 2,000, drove 
a lorry through Garda cordons and through 
the yard gate, and that if any members of 
the Garda fired on civilians they did so in 
the belief that shooting was necessary to 
protect life, property and public order, and 
that, in these circumstances, Lynch’s death 
was a justifiable homicide if he were a par- 
ticipant in the rioting, and an accident, not 
involving liability in law, if he were an 
innocent bystander, 

The appeal was brought on the grounds, 
among others, that the trial judge was wrong 
in holding that, in order to justify the 
action of the detectives, they should have 
a 6“ fide belief that such figing was neces- 

ry ag a last resort to protect the lives of 
the prospective buyers, and that he should 
have held that the firing was the effective 
means that prevented a riotous mob, or- 
ganised to commit acts of violence, from 
continuing in so doing, and that the detec- 
tives were entitled to use firearms to check 
the mob. 

Mr. William Black, K.C., who, with Mr.

VER two hundred Chinese 
soldiers and ten Japanese, in- 
chiding two officers, are reporteu to 
have been killed in a prolonged and 
violent battle between Chinese and 
Japanese troops about twenty miles 
south of Peiping.

Dr. Wise said that the decision 
struck at the very heart of Jewish 
hopes, and was ap affront to the 
League of Nations.

This 
is not imperial] statesmanship, but 
a Palestine Government House 
improvisation,’’
